During  the  year  ending  January  31st,  1925,  two  new  trusts 
have  been  established  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds  aggregating  $12,615.45.  Complete  statistical  informa- 
tion concerning  each  fund  is  given  in  the  table  on  the  following 
page. 

Of  the  total  revenue  received  during  the  year  $563 .  42  has 
been  paid  the  Trustees  of  Rye  Public  Library,  $279.98  has 
been  paid  the  Trustees  of  Central  Cemetery  and  $232.03  has 
been  paid  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Seavey  Cemetery.

The  year  1924  has  proven  to  be  the  most  satisfactory  in  the 
history  of  the  Library.  Not  only  has  the  circulation  been  much 
larger,  but  the  schools  have  sought  help,  magazines  been  very 
well  read,  and  the  per  cent,  of  non-fiction  circulated  double 
that  of  last  year.  During  the  summer  months,  the  circulation 
averaged  about  four  hundred  books  a  week,  this  fact  being 
partly  due  to  the  patronage  of  our  summer  guests. 

Last  Spring,  I  took  up  the  Toronto  method  of  book  repairing 
and  have  considered  it  a  great  saving  on  rebinding  expenses. 
All  the  books  in  the  juvenile  class  have  been  sorted,  and  those 
showing  signs  of  wear  been  repaired.  So  far  the  method  has 
given  great  satisfaction,  often  the  repaired  book  being  stronger 
than  the  original.  The  best  results  from  this  method  will  show 
in  the  future,  for  by  it  can  be  taken  the  ''Stitch  in  Time  "  which 
is  as  important  in  repairing  books  as  it  is  in  any  other  mending. 

Many  books  have  been  presented  by  friends,  among  them  a 
set  of  the  Father  and  Son  books,  from  Mr.  John  Parsons. 
This  set  covers  a  wide  range  of  subjects  and  ought  to  be  of  in- 
terest to  not  only  the  boys  and  girls,  but  the  adults  as  well. 
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Although  we  have  the  Britannica  Encyclopedia,  the  demand 
for  help  from  the  schools  makes  it  important  that  a  more  con- 
cise set  of  reference  works  be  at  their  disposal.  The  Crompton 
Pictorial  Encyclopedia  has  been  highly  recommended  to  meet 
all  needs  and  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  from  our  funds  have 
been  reserved  towards  the  purchase  of  this  set.  The  cost  is 
approximately  sixty  dollars  ($60). 

Each  year  the  interest  from  the  Mary  Tuck  Rand  memorial 
fund  adds  two  new  books.  This  year  the  two  chosen  are: 
"A  Late  Harvest,  by  Charles  Eliot,  and  "The  Bible  and  Com- 
mon Sense, "  by  Basil  King. 

The  interest  from  the  James  M.  E.  Drake  fund  has  furnished 
a  goodly  supply  of  fiction  and  books  for  the  boys  and  girls  and 
with  the  interest  from  the  other  funds  the  following  books 
have  been  ordered :

To  the  Citizens  of  Rye: 

There  was  spent  for  all  purposes  during  the  school  year  1923- 
1924  the  sum  of  $13,362.89,  leaving  a  balance  of  cash  on  hand 
of  $639.00. 

The  steam  heating  plant  at  the  Wedgewood  School,  which 
cost  $1,925,  is  proving  to  be  very  satisfactory.  This  amount 
was  $425.00  in  excess  of  the  appropriation.  The  cellar  has 
been  drained  and  no  further  trouble  is  anticipated  from  this 
source. 

The  exterior  of  the  West  School  should  be  painted  and  the 
outside  woodwork  of  the  other  schools  and  the  glass  reset.  It 
is  thought  that  a  new  flag  pole  will  be  needed  at  the  Parsons 
School  this  year. 

We  again  call  attention  to  the  unsanitary  conditions  in  the 
several  schools.  They  are  a  source  of  anxiety  and  some  ac- 
tion should  be  taken  to  remedy  them. 

The  medical  inspection  has  been  thorough  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  parents  will  follow  the  suggestions  and  the  children's 
health  be  improved.

Report  of  the  Superintendent 


To  the  School  Board  of  Rye: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  second  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  your  pubhc  schools.  To  occupy  as  little  space  as 
possible  I  shall  confine  myself  entirely  to  general  facts  con- 
cerning the  school  situation  in  Rye  with  recommendations  re- 
lating thereto. 

The  Situation 

It  is  but  repetition  to  say  that  no  outstanding  feature  charac- 
terizes the  schools  of  Rye.  In  organization  and  opportunity 
they  remain  the  same  to-day  as  a  year  ago.  The  morale  of  the 
teachers  is  excellent.  Good  class  room  work  is  being  done,  in 
some  cases  better  than  could  be  expected  under  the  circum- 
stances. A  more  regular  attendance  is  noted  and  a  growing 
disposition  of  pupils  to  conform  to  standards  necessary  to  the 
building  of  character  and  improvement  in  scholarship.  "Do 
It  Right"  and  "Better  Scholarship"  are  ideals  set  for  the 
year's  work. 

Oeganization 

By  action  taken  at  the  last  school  meeting  the  town  commit- 
ted itself  to  an  acceptance  of  its  present  organization  without 
change.  Therefore  no  discussion  is  necessary  as  to  the  de- 
sirability of  improvement  in  this  direction.  Our  problem  for 
the  present  is  one  of  adaptation,  to  make  the  most  of  what  we 
have.  To  this  end  several  very  urgent  needs  appear,  in  the 
way  of  text  books,  equipment  and  repairs.  New  music  books, 
arithmetics,  language  books,  geographies  and  some  reading 
material  have  been  secured,  and  well  within  our  appropriation 
for  this  purpose.  Further  equipment  is  needed  for  science 
and  domestic  arts  in  the  junior  high  school.  The  toilets,  es- 
pecially at  the  Wedge  wood  building,  should  be  improved.  The 
old  type  construction  of  little  more  than  family  size  is  hardly 
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adequate  for  a  building  of  one  hundred  children,  more  than 
half  of  whom  are  of  adolescent  age .  I  recommend  flush  closets 
with  running  water  from  an  electric  pump.  Change  of  seating 
plans  would  add  materially  to  the  welfare  at  the  South  and 
West  schools,  and  at  an  expense  only  for  the  labor  required. 
Tables  and  chairs  for  school  and  neighborhood  meetings  and 
lunches  would  make  a  desirable  contribution  to  the  South, 
West  and  East  schools,  also  electric  lights  where  needed.  I 
suggest  also  an  extentsion  of  coat  room  facilities  and  the  in- 
stallation of  a  telephone  at  the  Wedgewood  building. 

Supervision 

In  a  Union  the  size  of  ours  time  will  not  permit  close  super- 
vision in  the  class  room.  A  superintendent's  work  of  necessity 
becomes  executive  rather  than  supervisory.  His  best  service 
lies  in  the  assistance  he  can  render  to  School  Boards,  in  the 
transmission  of  aims  and  encouragement  to  teachers,  and  in 
providing  adequate  material  for  their  work.  His  greatest 
responsibility  is  in  finding  suitable  teachers.  School  visits 
merely  for  their  own  sake  mean  little  and  often  lead  to  a  con- 
siderable waste  of  time.  Monthly  bulletins  to  teachers  have 
been  issued  throughout  the  year.  The  assistance  of  an  efficient 
clerk  in  the  office  has  rendered  relief  from  much  of  the  neces- 
sary routine  and  provided  more  time  for  the  larger  affairs. 
An  average  of  four  evenings  a  week  have  been  devoted  to 
Board  meetings,  Parent-Teacher  meetings  in  and  out  of  the 
Union,  and  to  various  civic  and  community  activities. 

Health 

The  annual  medical  inspection  was  completed  in  January  by 
Dr.  White,  assisted  by  the  Hampton  school  nurse.  The  fol- 
lowing cases  were  found  and  reported : 

Mahiutrition 2        Defective  Teeth 72 

Skin  Disease 1        Enlarged  Tonsils 1 

Pediculosis 2        Adenoids 4 

Unvaccinated  13 
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It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  parents  concerned  will  do  every- 
thing possible  to  have  these  defects  corrected.  An  inspection 
without  further  attention  at  home  is  of  little  value.  Forty- 
three  per  cent,  of  those  examined  have  defective  teeth.  These 
children  need  dental  treatment  for  no  other  reason  than  their 
own  comfort,  health  and  future  efficiency.  A  dental  clinic 
could  easily  be  established  at  the  Wedgewood  building,  using 
either  the  Rockingham  County  Farm  Bureau  equipment  or  a 
dentist  outfit  from  Portsmouth.  The  cost  of  the  former  is  at 
the  rate  of  $2.00  an  hour  for  dental  service,  50c  an  hour  for 
rental  of  outfit  and  a  small  laundry  charge.  The  service 
charge  is  paid  by  the  parents  whose  children  are  treated;  the 
rental  and  laundry  by  the  School  District,  Red  Cross,  or  other 
interested  organization.  I  would  recommend  that  such  a 
clinic  be  established  in  case  a  survey  indicates  a  sufficient  in- 
terest among  the  parents. 

If  it  is  true  that  success  or  failure  in  school  work  depends  as 
much  upon  physical  condition  as  upon  mental  capacity,  then 
attention  to  health  is  of  vital  concern.  I  am  firmly  of  the  opin- 
ion that,  whatever, the  organization  of  a  school,  not  much  more 
progress  may  be  made  in  the  improvement  of  scholarship  under 
that  organization  until  more  attention  is  given  to  the  child's 
daily  health.  Poor  arithmetic  is  often  due  to  poor  digestion, 
poor  teeth,  or  a  headache  due  to  either.  To  assist  in  this  mat- 
ter I  recommend  the  part-time  services  of  a  nurse;  that  Rye 
with  several  other  nearby  towns  unite  for  this  purpose.  I 
recommend  also  that  the  Board  lend  its  support  to  the  simple 
necessities  for  providing  a  warm  noon  lunch  in  all  its  schools. 
I  would  commend  the  South  school  for  undertaking  this  on  its 
own  responsibility  with  excellent  success.  I  would  also  have, 
milk  available  at  each  school  during  the  morning  recess.  Both 
the  lunch  and  milk  service  can  easily  be  made  self-supporting. 

The  Outlook 

As  I  see  it  there  are  two  steps  to  be  taken  in  Rye  before  a  type 
of  educational  progress  becomes  possible  that  will  prove  in  any 
degree  satisfactory  to  its  people. 
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First,  there  must  be  a  more  definite  and  up-to-date  school 
policy  established  over  a  period  of  years,  this  policy  to  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  whole  people  in  harmony  and  disinterested  sup- 
port. 

Second,  there  must  be  a  greater  confidence  shown  in  School 
Board,  Superintendent  and  teachers  in  their  endeavor  to  make 
the  most  of  a  difficult  situation.
